The  Saloon  and  State-Room  Accommodations. 

THE  S A LOOK. 

In  their  internal  arrangements  the  White  Star  Ships 
are  most  strikingly  a new  departure  in  steamship  architec- 
ture. The  main  saloon  is.  placed  in  the  very  middle  of  the 
vessel,  and  extends  from  side  to  side,  forming  a grand  hall, 
75  feet  long  and  45  feet  wide,  lighted  not  only  by  the  ample 
skylights,  but  by  large  windows  at  the  sides.  A broad  stair- 
case, well  lighted  by  night  and  day,  leads  to  the  saloon, 
where  there  is  ample  room  for  dining  200  persons,  giving  to 
each  diner  his  or  her  own  seat,  not  of  undefined  capacity 
on  a settee,  but  a chair  with  revolving  seat,  which  is  kept  at 
every  meal  for  the  passenger  to  whom  it  is  allotted  at  the 
commencement  of  the  voyage,  and  can  be  approached  at  any 
time  during  the  progress  of  the  meals  without  disturbing 
the  others. 

THE  STATE-ROOMS . 

The  state-rooms  are  also  arranged  amidships,  at  either  end 
of  the  saloon,  aud  are  unusually  large,  well-lighted,  and  fur- 
nished with  every  convenience,  including  electric  bells,  by 
which  a steward  can  be  summoned  at  any  moment.  Bath- 
rooms are  within  easy  reach,  and  nothing  that  can  profnote 
the  comfort  of  the  passenger  is  omitted.  The  smoking-room 
is  not,  as  too  often,  a close  little  den,  but  a large  and  hand- 
some apartment ; and  the  ladies’  saloon  is  on  a more  liberal 
scale  than  usual,  and  far  more  attractive  in  its  appointments. 

One  particular  feature,  which  will  have  a considerable 
interest  for  those  who  are  afflicted  with  what  the  French 
call  the  mal  de  mer  is  that  the  saloon,  state-rooms , bath 
and  smoking  rooms  are  placed  in  the  centre  0/  the  vessel 
•where  the  7notion  is  least  felt  and,,  where  passengers  suffer 
no  annoyance  from  the  vibratio7i  of  the  screw.

EOKEIGU  POSTAGE  TABLE. 


■ The  “Universal  Postal  Union  Convention,”  concluded  at 
Paris,  June  1, 1878,  which  went  into  operation  April  1, 1879,  gov- 
erns the  exchange  of  correspondence  between  the  countries  and 
colonies  which  were  parties  thereto. 

Uniform  rates  of  postage,  without  regard  to  distance  or  routes 
of  conveyance,  will  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  United  States  on 
the  correspondence  exchanged  with  all  countries  and  colonies  of 
the  Universal  Postal  Union,  except  Canada,  as  follows : 

For  prepaid  letters,  5 cents  per  fifteen  grams  (}$  ounce). 

For  unpaid  letters  received,  10  cents  per  fifteen  grams  (X 
ounce). 

For  insufficiently  paid  letters  or  other  articles  received,  a 
charge  equal  to  double  tne  amount  of  the  deficiency. 

For  postal  cards,  2 cents  each. 

• For  Newspapers,  if  not  over  four  ounces  in  weight,  2 cents 
each. 

For  printed  matter  of  all  kinds,  commercial  papers,  and  sam- 
ples of  merchandise,  1 cent  for  each  article  or  packet  bearing  a 
particular  address,  and  for  every  weight  of  two  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof;  with  a minimum  charge  of  5 cents  per  packet  of  commer- 
cial papers,  and  a minimum  charge  of  2 cents  per  packet  of  sam- 
ples of  merchandise. 

For  the  registration  fee  on  all  correspondence,  10  cents. 

No  fee  will  be  charged  for  return  receipts  of  registered  articles 
in  cases  where  such  receipts  are  requested. 

The  prepayment  of  the  Union  postage  on  ordinary  letters  is 
optional,  but  the  postage  on  all  other  articles  must  be  at  least  par- 
tially prepaid. 

Payment  of  postage  on  every  description  of  correspondence 
can  be  effected  only  by  means  of  postage  stamps  valid  in  the  coun- 
try of  origin,  forthe  correspondence  of  private  individuals.  % 

No  supplementary  postage  is  chargeable  for  the  reforwarding 
of  postal  packets  of  any  kind  -within  the  interior  of  the  Union. 

All  classes  of  correspondence  are  required  to  beimpressed  with 
a stamp  indicating  the  place  of  origin  and  date  of  posting. 

POSTAL  CARDS  must  be  forwarded  without  cover.  One  of 
the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address  alone,  and  the  commu- 
nication written  on  the  other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  at- 
tach to  postal  cards  any  article  whatever. 

PRINTED  MATTER.— The  following  are  considered  as 
printed  matter,  viz : Newspapers  and  periodical  -works,  books 
stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of  music,  visiting  cards, 
address  cards,  proofs  of  printing  with  orwithoutthe  manuscripts 
relating  thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings,  plans, 
geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospectuses,  announcements  and 
notices  of  various  lands,  -whether  printed,  engraved,  or  litho- 
graphed, and  in  general,  all  impressions  or  copies  obtained  upon 
paper,  parchment  or  card-board,  by  means  of  printing,  litho- 
graphing or  any  other  mechanical  process  easy  to  recognize, 
except  the  copying  press. 

The  following  are  excluded  from  reduced  postage,  viz : Stamps 
or  forms  of  prepayment,  whether  obliterated  or  not,  as  well  as  all 
printed  articles  constituting  the  representative  sign  of  a monetary 
value. 

The  character  of  actual  and  personal  correspondence  cannot  be 
ascribed  to  the  following,  viz : 
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1st.  To  the  signature  of  the  sender  or  to  the  designation  of 
his  n;  me,  of  his  profession,  of  his  rank,  of  the  place  of  origin,  and 
of  the  date  of  despatch. 

2d.  To  a dedication  or  mark  of  respect  offered  by  the  author. 

3d.  To  the  figures  or  signs  merely  intended  to  mark  the  pas- 
sages of  a text,  in  order  to  cal1  attention  to  them. 

4th.  To  the  prices  added  upon  the  quotations  or  prices  current 
of  exchange  or  markets. 

5 h and  lastly.  To  annotations  or  corrections  made  upon 
proofs  of  printing  or  musical  compositions,  and  relating  to  the 
text  or  to  the  execution  of  the  woi  k. 

Printed  matter  must  be  either  placed  under  bond,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a case  open  at  one  sine  or  at  both  ends, 
or  in  an  unclosed  envelope ; or  simply  folded  in  such  n manner  as 
not  to  conceal  the  nature  of  the  packet;  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a string 
easy  to  unfusten. 

Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  presenting  the  form  and 
consistency  of  an  unfolded  card  may  be  forwarded  without  band, 
envelope,  fastening,  or  fold. 

The  maximum  weight  of  printed  matter  is  fixed  at  2 kilo- 
grams (4  lbs.  6 ozs.). 

COMMERCI  AL  PAPERS.  The  following  are  considered  as 
commercial  papers,  viz: — All  instruments  or  documents  written 
or  drawn  wholly  or  partly  by  hand,  which  have  not  the  character 
of  an  actual  and  personal  correspondence , 6uch  as  papers  of  legal 
procedure,  deeds  of  all  kinds  drawn  up  by  public  functionaries, 
wny-bi  Is  or  bills  oflading,  invoices,  tne  various  documents  of 
insurance  companies,  copies  or  extracts  ofdeedsunder  private  seal 
written  on  stamped  or  unstamped  paper,  scores  or  sheets  of  man- 
uscript musiCj  manuscripts  of  works  forwarded  separately,  etc. 

Commercial  papers  must  be  forwarded  under  band  or  in  an 
open  envelope. 

The  maximum  weight  of  commercial  papers  is  fixed  at  2 kilo- 
grams (4  lbs.  6 ozs.). 

SAMPLES  of  merchandise  must  be  placed  in  bags,  boxes,  or 
removuble  envelopes  in  such  a manner  as  to  admit  of  easy 
inspection. 

They  must  not  have  any  salable  value,  nor  bear  any  manu- 
script other  than  the  name  or  profession  of  the  sender,  the  address 
of  the  addressee,  a manufacturer’s  or  trade  mark,  numbers,  and 
prices. 

They  must  not  exceed  250  grams  in  weight  (8%  ounces),  or 
the  .ollowing  dimensions : 20  centimeters  (8  inches)  in  length, 
10  centimeters  14  inches)  in  breadth,  and  5 centimeters  (2  inches) 
in  depth. 

REGISTERED  ARTICLES.  Any  article  of  mail  matter  may 
be  registered,  subiect  to  the  ordinary  prepaid  rate  of  postage  upon 
the  article,  according  to  its  nature,  in  addition  to  the  registration 
fee  oflO  cents. 

ARTICLES  GROUPED  TOGETHER.  It  is  permitted  to 
inclose  in  the  same  p cket  samples  of  merchandise,  printed  mat- 
ter, and  commercial  papers,  but  subject  to  thefollowing  conditions : 

1.  That  each  article  taken  singly  shall  not  exceed  the  limits 
which  are  applicable  to  it  as  regards  weight  and  size.

How  these  Steamers  are  Constructed  and  the 
Safety  Appliances  in  Use  on  Board. 

The  White  Star  boats  (which  were  all  built  at  Belfast,) 
are  constructed  on  the  floating  tube  principle,  with  seven 
water-tight  and  fire-proof  iron  bulk-heads,  and  four  masts. 

As  a practical  guarantee  of  the  care  and  forethought  exer- 
cised by  the  Company,  it  may  be  stated  that  they  take  a 
Targe  amount  of  the  risk  of  insurance  on  each  vessel,  and 
insist  upon  a complete  inspection  by  the  commanding  officer 
before  every  voyage.  At  these  inspections,  one  of  the 
owners  and  the  Marine  Superintendent  are,  as  a rule,  pres- 
ent, and  the  men  are  then  put  through  the  boat  service  drill 
and  the  drill  in  defence  of  fire. 

Particular  care  was  taken  of  the  safe-guards  against  sink- 
' mg.  Five  water-tight  bulk-heads  run  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom  of  the  ship.  These  are  supplemented  by  self-closing 
doors  and  other  appliances  designed  to  confine  a leak  or  the 
effect  of  <m  accident  to  that  part  of  the  vessel  to  which  the 
mishap  may  have  occurred.  These  doors  are  perfectly  self- 
acting, and  almost  independent  of  human  agency.  In  one 
‘ compartment,  containing  the  after  set  of  boilers,  the  door 
which  leads  to  the  next  compartment  is  arranged  for  prompt 
water-tight  closing.  Should  the  water  find  its  way  into  the 
neighboring  compartment,  the  engineer  in  charge  has  only 
to  turn  a lever  and  the  ponderous  door  falls  into  its  place, 
regulated  in  its  descent  by  an  air  cylinder  which  checks  the 
door  and  causes  it  to  fall  in  jerks.  In  another  compartment 
you.  find  that  the  iron  way,  upon  which  you  walk,  is  auto- 
matic. Should  the  sea  find  its  way  beneath,  the  door  (for 
the  flooring  upon  which  you  have  passed,  is  after*  all,  only  a 
kind  of  iron  bridge)  rises  by  the  action  of  the  water,  and 
confines  the  water  to  a section  of  the  vessel.  There  is  noth- 
ing more  remarkable  in  the  fittings  of  these  steamers  than 
these  self-acting  doors,  which  are  always  kept  in  perfect 
order,  working  with  a simplicity  only  equalled  by  the  import- 
ance of  the  work  they  can  accomplish.
